a On a cold, dark night in February, 110 Hams and their guests 
packed into the Indian River ARC clubroom. The wind was 
90 whistling down from the north. Everyone was scurrying to get in 
from the night chill. At the front of the room, John Nauman, W9CN, 
md President, was calling the restless crowd to order. The excitement 
\ in the air was reinforced by the static crackling over the various 
handheld radios. The room lights were dimmed. And two large TV 
monitors came into view; their bluish glow illuminating the many 
ces in anticipation. Another milestone for amateur radio on the 
Florida spacecoast was imminent. Rick Adams, AA4EZ, pressed 
transmit button on his 2 meter handheld. ‘‘Ok, John, we’re 
ady when you are.” A snappy ‘‘Roger, standby’’ came back. 
Suddenly, the TV monitors flickered and there was the picture, 
“K4GCC TV.” A big sigh of relief was heard. Next a dazzling color 
display of computer graphics, a kaleidoscope of shapes and form, 
prepared by Kerry Garrison, N9AQM, caused ooohs and aahhs 
throughout the room. ‘‘How’s it look, Rick?”’ asked John. ‘‘Very 
good!’’ answered Rick. ‘‘What else have we got?”’ ‘‘Standby one.”’ 
The screens flickered again and then we were taken to Utah. A 
countdown had begun. 10, 9, 8, . . . 2, 1, ignition. And a test of the 
latest Morton Thiokol Solid Rocket Booster ignited spewing an 
enormous exhaust flame of hundreds of feet into the countryside. 
We had all participated in the first mass demonstration of Amateur 
TV in Brevard County. Thus a 3-year effort of scavenging, 
tweeking, borrowing and fine-tuning brought a viable enhancement 
to the knowledge of amateur radio tv into reality for many hams. 
The Spaceport Amateur Repeater Club is located just outside the 
S.R. 3 gate of the Kennedy Space Center. Its signal was being 
transmitted on 439.25 Mhz on a 23 element colinear vertically array 
built and donated by Charlie Spencer, K4RXX. This 17 db. om- 
nidirectional antenna at 100 ft. was radiating a 45 watt signal over 
10 miles to the clubhouse. A single element corner reflector an- 
tenna on an 8 ft. pole was receiving it and sending it thru a down- 
converter to the tv sets. 
Also, acquisition of a satellite dish, downconverter and receiver 
will allow a -165 dbm. signal at about 4450 Mhz wideband FM 
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‘<7 ‘modulated to baseband video. The dish antenna has a spherical

Ni STATE-WIDE TORNADO DRILL

On February 25, 1988 the Gadsden Emergency Amateur Radio 
Service (GEARS) Net participated in a State-Wide Tornado Drill. 
The National Weather Bureau announced the drill on NORAD and 
each school was to react by getting students into safe locations. Out 
of 10 members 7 took part (one novice was not eligible for this 
drill). 

There was an operator at the School Administration building and 
one each at the four high schools. The drill was to take place bet- 
ween 10 and 11 a.m. but the weather radio announced it for 9 to 10 
a.m., asking each county to act as though it was coming from the 
west border of the county. We reacted accordingly with the high 
school at Chattahoochee reporting first. Bob Bryan, W4FIW was 
there. Next the Quincy High School reported by Tom Spears, 
KC4COO and Greensboro High School reported by Mike Shephard, 
WD4DMT. And the last report was given from the Havana High 
School by Don McKinnon, WD4MAW. John L. Coggins, KB4RRT 
was appointed temporary net control at the Administration 
Building to free R. Lee Parcell, KiVCV, enabling him to pass 
messages on other repeaters. Four formal messages were sent and 
one received on the TARS repeater. Two messages sent and one 
received via Stan Ferguson, N4KGS (GEARS member). And two 
messages sent via George Thurston, W4MLE, DEC. 

The exercise was conducted on the GARS repeater, KB4RRT, at 
147.165+ and all were on battery power including the repeater to 
simulate the loss of power during a tornado condition. The alert 
drill was conducted smoothly. We began at 9 a.m. and concluded at 
10:50a.m.

Doc, WA4HDH, reports that he has completed his QFN history up to Jan. 1975, his 
contribution this month is taken from information about 1964. 

“Our QFN man of the year was Bill, W4TRS. Bill was a FB CW op with a commercial 
background. It is interesting to note that during those years QFN had a large group to fill 
its roster. It had the commercial ops and it had the retired military from which to draw. 
Both groups were not only fine CW operators but also had good net savvy. Their ex- 
perience was used not only to supply region with good men but also to give our young 
inexperienced operators a chance to hear good Morse code, good net technique, good 
sportsmanship, and good attitudes. 

“Duke, W4ZWD, a ship’s CW operator reported a few thoughts about CW operation. 
Duke said, ‘Speed is not essential except to show off. Reliability is of first importance. 
Undue speed of operation tends to cause many errors. A too slow speed is also very 
irksome. I think the speed of transmission should be at the “intercept” or ‘‘no answer” 
speed which is about 20-25 WPM.” 

“Bill, W4TRS, says, ‘The first thing is directed to some of the newer ops who are getting

into CW traffic. If these fellas would tape themselves then try to copy, they would give up 
in desperation; running all words together like sardines in a can, changing speeds, chirpy 
signals, hums, and dits that go 40 WPM with dahs at 10 make it doubly hard to copy.’ 

_ “George Hart, W1NJM, writes in the Feb. 1964 Florida Skip, ‘. . .Be sure your spacing 
is proper. Too many CW ops slow down tor difficult words and confuse the spacing. 
Repeat, but do not change speed. . . . You are much worse a “LID” if you copy wrong than 
if you copy slowly.’ 

“June 13, 1964. Alan, W4BVE NCS. QNS 2330Z: WA4IWO, W4TRS, WA4ECY, K4CNY, 
K4COO, W4FPC, W4LUV, K4YQP, WA4ABP, W4FPC to 4RN, QTC 12 in 33 minutes. 
Sounds familiar. This could have been my Tuesday night net, Feb. 23, 1988 — on June 21, 
1964, Alan was NCS with QTC 30; QND 50.” 

Doc’s editor’s note following a discussion of the value of CW graphically describes CW: 
“T have said constantly that Morse code is a language; it is intriguing; it stimulates the 
curiosity, and itaccomplishes one purpose! It is like a problem in geometry; it peaks ones 
interest and inquiry.

“Your head is now the computer. It is the filter and it is the software which retains, 
classifies, and clarifies the information. . . .”’

Dear Sir: 


This club, which now has a membership of 277, operates the 146.88, 147.03, and 444.250 
repeaters, and will shortly operate a 224.040 plus a 1291.60 machine. We have just received 
your ballot and plan for extending representation on the council. The remarks and 
recommendations contained herein are meant to be constructive in nature and it is hoped 
that they will be taken in that context. 

Initially, a to-the-point comment on the ballot: Since it is an accepted fact that it is next 
to impossible to elect a write-in candidate and since the ballot lists only one candidate for 
each office, this is not an election but a selection. For this reason, there doesn’t seem to be 
any real reason to go through the motions of an election here at this time. 

We do not agree with your proposal to select the initial eight Directors and then have 
them run for election a year later. Undoubtedly these elections would be executed in much 
the same manner as the one currently being run; in other words, no real election at all. We 
recommend that, after your council determines the area to be administered by each 
Director, the initial Directors be elected at a centrally located Hamfest. Only one ac- 
credited representative of each repeater owner/club would be eligible to vote. Proper 
identification of those authorized to vote would be ascertained ae members of your 
Council after receiving prior notice from organizations/persons involved. The weight of 
the vote of each representative would be determined on the basis of one vote per 
operational repeater. Obviously, all concerned must be given due notice of the time and 
place of the election. Absentees would lose their right to vote. Not more than two nominees 
for the Director position would be selected through prior coordination amongst clubs and 
repeater owners in each area. The coordination should be accomplished by the 
club/owner having the largest number of repeaters. In case of several owners tied in 
number of repeaters, the entities to accomplish the coordination would be agreed upon 
through the cooperation of those tied. In event no agreement can be reached within the 
District on this matter, the FRC would make the final determination. 

Further, we do not agree on a one year term for Directors. It would take a considerable 
amount of time (probably many months) for new officers to familiarize themselves with 
procedures and personnel. For this reason, the term should be for a period of from 2 to 4 
years. To prevent a 100% turnover of Directors at any given time, it is recommended that 
the initial officers be elected for staggered terms: i.e. District 1 & 2 — 2 years; District 3, 
4, and 5 — 3 years; and Districts 6, 7, & 8 — 4 years. All would subsequently be elected to 4 
year terms. 

Admittedly, implementation of the recommendations contained herein would require 
detailed, complete, and time-consuming coordination with all repeater 
owners/ operators; however, there seems to be no other alternative if fair and complete 
representation is to be accomplished. After the necessary prior planning is completed, we 
feel that this coordination could be accomplished through judicious use of the mails. 

New Subject: Hopefully you will find time to act favorably upon and reply to our letter 
of October 10, 1987. For your convenience, a copy of this letter is enclosed. Also enclosed is 
a check for $10 as a donation. We will consider donating more if you are successful in 
implementing a workable plan to employ additional Directors.

In previous years, visitors traveled to Micronesia in Spanish 
galleons, New England whaling vessels, pirate shins, and Japanese 
submarines. Today, visitors arrive on modern jets and cruise 
ships. Yet, although the modes of transportation have changed, the 
reasons for going have remained very much the same — 
Micronesia with its tropical sun and sparkling ocean has always 
been an ideal area to find a haven to relax, renew, and refresh. 

The 2,000 islands and atolls of the Pacific which comprise 
Micronesia were first encountered by the Western World in 1521 
during Ferdinand Magellan’s historic around-the-world voyage. 
Later on, Guam became an important stopover for the Manilla 
galleons, while during the mid-nineteenth century, Pohnpei and 
Kosrae became favorite winter retreats for American whalers. A 
few decades later, Palau, Yap and the Marshalls were profitable 
locations for Germans to trade for dried coconut and sea cucum- 
ber. 

Despite all of this international contact throughout the centuries, 
Micronesia has remained obscurely known, especially when 
compared to its romanticized neighboring island group, Polynesia. 
But slowly, ever slowly, visitors are realizing that the many varied 
islands of Micronesia are a perfect place to vacation. 

These modern day ‘‘South Sea”’ travelers no longer bring with 
them whaling harpoons or calico cloth, but instead, scuba gear, 
camera gear, and for a privileged few, their amateur radios to 
enjoy the ultimate of a tropical DXpedition. 

For those holding American licenses, transmitting from the U.S. 
territory of Guam (KH2), of the United States’ Commonwealth of 
the Northern Marianas (KH0), is no problem. Guam with its bases

The Post Office has divided 106 cities into Postal Delivery zone to 
speed mail delivery.

I have started to receive reports of interference to various 
repeaters on the two meter band. It must be remembered that for 
the last few years there has been a tremendous buildup of repeaters 
and the associated antennas. This was during the low sunspot 
cycle. Now that the sunspot cycle is on an upswing better 
propagation is resulting. Which means that stations that did not 
normally interfer befcre are now starting to bring distant repeaters 
up. With some repeaters having antennas up over a thousand feet to 
service their areas it now behooves us all to follow the directive of 
the FCC and use only the power required for effective com- 
munications. In the next few years this will become an ever in- 
creasing problem and may require action by the Repeater Council. 
Let’s all use minimum power for communications. 

The ever-increasing sunspot cycle is also causing increasing 
distances covered in the High Frequencies. The ones and twos and 
even the west coast signals have increased dramatically, so if you 
don’t need it, shut off the KW amplifiers and save some money on 
the electricity bill. Let’s hope that the rest of the country will also 
follow our lead. Remember minimum power for effective com- 
munications is dictated by the FCC.

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TELEPHONE SYSTEM RINGING CYCLES 

Sometimes when a phone call is made the called party answers 
before a ringback signal is heard by the calling party. Also 
sometimes when a single ringer is made the called party never 
received a ring on their phone. This is because of the synchronizing 
of the ringing signal and ringback tone. 

The ringing signal for many telephone systems is 20 Hz at 86 volts 
RMS. It is usually on for two seconds and off for four. This allows 
one generator to ring three times as many lines as would be 
possible if ringing were continuous. The ringback tone signal 
follows the same pattern but it is not always synchronized with the 
ringing signal. So it is possible for ringback to be heard 2 to 4 
seconds before the phone on the other end actually rings. 

When making a single ringer it is best to wait until the start of the 
second ringback tone before hanging up.

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TNC-BBS AND WHAT? 
Special to Florida* 

Recently, I purchased a Kantronics All Mode TNC, and im- 
mediately received complaints that my text was doubled spaced. 
For every carriage return I used, two would show up at the PBBS. 
Several SYSOPS contacted me to inform me of the problem 
because I was sending rather lengthy NTS traffic, and causing a lot 
of extra packets to be sent, taking up valuable time. 

Many suggestions were offered, and all focused on the TNC 
parameter settings. I tried every imaginable combination, and 
finally set up a grid table to make sure all possibilities were tried. 
The results were always the same. Another KAM was tried, and I 
had the same results. Therefore, suggestions to the effect that there 
had to be something wrong with my computer or the software, 
“because no one else was having the same problem.’’ I have an 
IBM PC (not generic) with an AST expansion card. 

I tried Kanterm, Procom, Procom Plus, Yapp, Qmodem, Relay, 
and PC-Talk to name just a few modem programs. I tried different 
word processors such as pfs Professional Writer, Display Write, PC 
Write, Vised, Word Star, Webster’s New World Write and Edlin. 
Again, the result was the same. No matter what combination I 
used, the result was double spacing. 

I then decided to examine files in the Hex-Dec format. It was then 
that I first noticed that all the files that weredownloaded from the 
PBBS’s were devoid of linefeeds at the ends of the lines. They in- 
cluded only carriage returns. All my files had carriage returns 
followed by a linefeed, no matter which word processor was used. I 
also noticed that downloaded files that I originated had a mirror 
image of the LF & CR characters. For every one I used, two ap- 
peared back, hence the double linefeeds. 

After much experimentation trying to strip out the linefeeds 
using the modem softwares, I found that they worked well only in 
one direction: inbound. With the aid of an utility program called 
“Norton,’’ I was able to strip out the linefeeds. The problem was 
resolved. No more extra linefeeds at the PBBS’s. 

My conclusion was that the KAM was not defective in that it 
transmitted exactly what it saw; the software used by me was 
consistent with industry standards; and that the problem lay with 
the PBBS software. Incidentally, all the PBBS’s in the Miami area 
are using the same software. I now realize that not everyone used a 
dedicated word processor to compose messages for uploading to 
packet radio. Messages composed on the keyboard, or saved in the 
buffer for editing do not seem to have this problem. Evidently, 
these type messages do not introduce linefeeds. My knowledge at 
this time is limited to the KAM, but I imagine that others are using 
the buffers of their TNC’s to compose and edit their messages 
before transmission, and therefore are not adding the linefeeds as 
the word processors do. 

Once I identified what I considered the problem, I decided to run 
some further experiments, and found that this one to be quite 
‘“interesting.’’ I sent myself a message about six lines long and 
about thirty characters per line. It was composed using ‘‘pfs 
Professional Write’’ so it had the linefeeds imbedded. I sent the 
message to myself and then retrieved it back, and it came back 
with an extra linefeed and carriage return between each line. I sent 
this retrieved message back and again retrieved it back. Now it 
had four line feeds and carriage returns between each line. I next 
sent the same message to myself in a way it would have to go 
through two pbbs’s before getting to me. This time it had eight 
carriage returns and linefeeds between lines. I imagine if I sent a 
message to a distant station where it has to go through many 
pbbs’s, a six line message could take six pages to print! I think that 
this fairly well ruled out that it was my KAM that was adding the 
extras to the messages. 

Before making any recommendations that the PBBS software be 
modified to strip out the linefeeds (Hec OA, ASCII 10) on receipt, I 
would like to see more research done using other TNC’s, com- 
puters, and software. It would probably be best for Mr. Jacobsen 
(WA47MBL) to change his software to handle these linefeeds in a 
more satisfactorily manner. If anyone else is having difficulties 
along this line, please send me a letter via packet (KK4WR @ 
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N4NIA). Also, those of you who haven’t tried to use a word 
processor, try it and send the results to me. Until then, perhaps a 
simple utility file that can strip these LF’s out prior to transmission 
exists or can be written by one of you out there. However, striping 
out the linefeeds is not without its own problems. It causes all the 
text except the first line to shift one space to the right. The MBL 
PBBS’s seem to have difficulties handling this also. (Catch 22!) 

I need further documentation and experimentation before really 
meaningful recommendations can be made to TNC manufacturers 
or software writers. Any takers?

Bob was born in Mississippi back in 1910 and learned the 
American Morse code in 1920 while working as a part time 
messenger boy for Western Union. He didn’t know the difference 
between it and the International Morse code until he started to 
work for them full time. 

Bob got his first Amateur license in Florida in 1935 as W4DTV and 
it has been reassigned to him each time it expired. 

After working for Western Union he went to ‘“‘sea’’ where he 
worked on fishing boats, shrimp boats and then for the Light House 
Service (Department of Commerce) on the bouy tender USSLHS

The rest of Micronesia until a few years ago was included with 
the Northern Marianas in the Trust Territory of the Pacific Islands. 
Now these other islands are in transition into three separate 
countries: The Republic of Palau (KC6); The Federated States of 
Micronesia, consisting of Yap, Truk, Pohnpei and Kosrae, (also 
KC6); and The Republic of the Marshalls (KX6). These new nations 
are still in a semi-independent state with the United States right 
now, some entities consider them U.S. while to others, they are 
foreign. For hams wishing to keep up their transmission time while 
visiting any of these islands, it is best to check with both parties 
first to see what the current status is. 

But Micronesia is too large and diverse to fully discuss all at 
once. It spreads over an area of ocean approximately equal to that 
of the Continental United States. It includes a native population 
speaking over a half-dozen distinct languages and doing things 
according to their own particular customs. This short introduction 
to the forgotten islands of the Pacific will be followed by a series of 
reports on Micronesia from an amateur radio operator’s point of 
view. So, until then, just tie the antenna to a coconut palm and 
enjoy the sunset as the waves crash on the shore.
